'olm Norris, the business manager of. 
he New Tork World, who attacked the 
alleged trust, and-ex-Consreasman Will- 
lam A. Russell o£ Massachusetts, who ig 
eputed to be at th'e head of the combl- 
lation, and ex-Senator Warner Miller 
j£ Herklmer, N. T., who.has lArse inter- 
ests In-paper manufacturing. Mr. Nor- 


1s gave a detailed description ot what he 


understood to be the purposes of the 


rust. It was formed by 20 or 25 ol the 
managers of th« largest mills in the 
country, he declared, controlling 93 per 
cent of the output o» white paper used 
'or newspapers, and had for one of its 
objects the advancement of the price of 
.he product from the present rate of 2 
cents a pound to 2% cents. The comblna-

half ago, and all its details had been 
agreed upon by,the paper -men, while 
the lawyers were now engaged in draw- 
ng up the legal papers, whichi he had 
been informed, would be perfected with- 
n 48 hours.

Kenor De'Lo'me said last night:' The re- 


form law was voted by the cortes In'Feb- 
ruary. 1S90. L'. was accepted then by the 
autonomist party, sjid received a unani- 
mous vote In the eortes. Among the 
voters were such conspicuous autono- 
mists as Me-ncero, Glbergra, "Labra, Ferry. 
Fernando and Gonzalez, all Cubans. The j 
leaders of the autonomist party of Porto 
Elco have betai in Madrid this winter, 
and the royal decree entirely meets with 
thoLr approval. What has been printed 
hj a new plan of reform la nothing but 
the law of 1SK. published by the Spanish 
legation In May last In the pamphlet en- 
titled "Spxni-h Rule in Cuba." The re- 
strictions on the appointment of counsel- 
lors are not against the people, but are- 
ttrlotlon of the powers of the govern- 
ment.

The election to fill the vacant seats is 
to take place every two years, the 
region of San Juan voting at one 
flection and the region, of Ponce at an- 
other. 


The provincial assembly to elect its 


own president, to judge of the elections, 
returns and qualifications of the as- 
EC-rnblymen. and to decide all questions 
referring- to Its own organization under 
the law. 


Only the supreme court of the Island 


shall have jurisdiction over the appeal 
:'rc.m the decision of the provincial as- 
sembly In these questions. 


The provincial assembly 
shall re- 


so'.ve in accordance with the laws and 
regulations, whatever It 
may 
'deem 


proper for the management In the whole 
Island of public works, posts and tele- 
graphs, railways and navigation, agri- 
culture, manufactures, trade, immigra- 
tion and colonization, public instruction, 
charities and the health department 
without prejudice of the supervision and 
01' the powerslnhenenttothesoverelgnty 
of the nation, which the laws reserve to 
the supreme government. Each year 
It shall prepare and approve" the esti- 
mates, with sufficient appropriations 
for those departments and shall exer- 
cise the- functions that the law of muni- 
cipalities and other special laws shall 
attribute to It - It shall audit, anil, in 
the proper cases, approve'the accounts 
of the provincial revenues and expen- 
ditures. Which 'accounts' shall be ren- 
dered every year by the section of local 
administration, and shall determine the 
liabilities therein Incurred by. officials.

island shall attend to all tha depart- 
ments included in the provincial esti- 
mates, the- "accounts which it Bhall 
keep, and shall be responsible for non- 
observance of the law and of the reso- 
lutions ii£ the assembly. 


Although the budget for the Island 


must "be finally voted by the Spanish 
parliament the Antilles a'end a numer- 
ous and powerful representation to the 
cortes, enjoying in this respect a great 
advantage over the'English colonies.

THE BRAM TRIAL 


Summing Up of Testimony 


by Lawyers, 


COTTER ATTACKS TESTIMONY 


OF BROWN- 


District Attorney Hoar for 


the Government. 


Boston, Jan. 1.—The 17th day of the 


trial of Thomas Mead Bram for the 
murder on the high seas of Captain 
Charles I. Nash was reached yesterday, 
a.r>d the capacity of tha courtroom In 
the federal'building 'Fas taxed to its 
utmost. 


Long before tho doors were opened 


In the morninp an eiiger crowd 
had 


gathered around the entrance to the 
justice chamber, and it was with dlfTl- 
culty that the officials succeeded In pre- 
eervlng -order, rivei Ininutes ufter the 
doora were open every seat In the audl- 
er.oe portion of the room was occupied. 


Attomej- Goiter, for the defense, re- 


Bumcd his argument Immediately, and 
wag listened to liUer.tly hy the specta- 
tors, fully one-third of whom 
were 


vomen. Mr. Cotter took up 
"\Vitness 


Brown where he left him the day be- 
fore and proceeded to emphasize tho 
unreliability of the- sailor's testimony. 
Mr. Cotter openly accused Brown 
o£ 


having committed the triple murder on 
board ths Fuller, saying he was Insane. 
Mr. Co'.ter then referred to 
Student 


Monks, and said: "I have no hesita- 
tion In saying- that the testimony of 
Monks In this case Is nothing short ot 
direct, dwvnrlerht and deliberate per- 
jury." 


Mr. Cotter concluded his argument 


•with an admonition of the jury to not 
convict an Innocent man on such testl- 
moJiy as that given by Brown and 
Monks. 


A recess of 15 minutes was taken, and 


District Attc-mey Hoar begar. his argu- 
ment for the government. 


Mr. Hoar -R-armly defended Monks 


from the charges -whioh he claimed Mr. 
Cotter had made- against" him. and 
praised the action of the young student 
eve-r since the tragedy hful been under 
Investigation. 


Brown's story to the sailors of the 


Fuller that he murdered a ma^i in Rot- 
terdam was classed as a sailor's yarn, 
and Mr. Hoar said It was conclusively 
shon-n that Brown's affliction In Hol- 
land was delirum. 


Mr. Hoar occupied the entire after- 


neon with his argument to the~ Jury. 
He summed up all the-testimony, and 
endeavored to show the fallacy of the 
claim of the defense that the wheel 
could be lajthed for over five minutes. 
The other testimony of the insanity ex- 
perts was also placed in a concise form 
before the Jury, Mr. Hoar claiming that 
the government's experts were Just as 
reliable as those of the defense.

The holi- 
day makes.it impossible to give exact

larger than last year, trading $10,100.000, 
and brokers and other commercial S10,- 
300,000 larger. Of the latter class 510,-

those two months; of the manufacturing

in the whole year were in those two 
months, and of the trading class $21,831,- 
8SO out of about 5108,600,000 In the whole 
year.

The year closes with an epidemic of 


failures, mainly at the west and in 
banks, loan and trust companies, or con-; 
cerns dependent on them. The action of 
clearing houses in various places indi- 
cates no want of confidence, and several 
banks which have failed will be enabled 
to pay In full, but disclosure of unsound- 
ness in a few widely known institutions, 
in the abnormal state of popular feeling 
after an exciting contest on monetary 
iftsues, has caused distrust and suspicion 
where it is frequently undeserved. There 
has been no monetary pressure to cause 
trouble,, nor have, important western 
products declined In value. There has 
evidently been too liberal assistance 
yiven by some fiduciary concerns to 
speculative operations. 
No drain on 


eastern funds has resulted since the-flrst 
alarm at two- large failures, and the 
money then sent has all returned. Fail- 
ures often grow more frequentas annual 
settlements approach. 


In none of the Industries has there been 


activity the past week. Holiday dull- 
ness has been Intensified by the failures 
and. the efforts of great combinations to 
make new arrangements. "With iron, 
coke,, cotton and hides'all somewhat 
lower, there is almost universal confi- 
dence that business will soon, become 
large and safer than before for a long 
time, and several large establishments, 
among them the Yonkers carpet works, 
which employ 7000 hands when full, and 
the Maryland Steel company will now 
start operations. 
Cotton mills have 


enormous stocks of unsold goods' In some 
lines, the surplus of print cloths being 
the largest ever known, and about a 
quarter of a year's consumption. Ship- 
ments of Soots and shoes by months for 
five years show a. degree ot steadiness 
which scarcely any other industry has 
attained, though In December and the 
5 ear the movement was smaller than last 
year. "Wool sales decreased 24 per cent 
in the first four months, and were small- 
er than for five years; decreased 56 per 
cent In the second four months, when 
new wool was coming forward, and were 
n'.uch the smallest ever known, except In 
the panic of 1S73; but enormous sajes, 
mainly speculative, made the aggregate 
during the last four months nearly equal 
to that of last year. 


Wheat has risen to tne highest point 


since June, 1892,. because western re- 
cc-ipts In five weeks ha_ve been but 13,230.-

ests.in paper manufacturing. Mr. Npr- 
ria gave a d&talled descrlp tlon of what h'e 
understood .to .be the. purposes of the 
trust. .

managers of. the largest mills in the 
country,, he declared, controlling 93 per. 
cent of the output o'f white paper useti 
for newspapers, arid had for one..of Its 
objects the advancement of the price of 
the product'froni the present rate of 2 
centsapound to 2% cents.
